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" It hath been the wisdom of the Church of 
" England, ever since the first compiling of her 
"publick Liturgy, to keep the mean between 
the two extremes, of too much stiffiiess in 
refusing, and of too much easiness in ad- 
"mitting any variation from it. For as on 
" the one side common experience sheweth, that 
" where a change hath been made of things 
" advisedly established (no evident necessity so 
" requiring) sundry inconveniences have there- 
** upon ensued ; and those many times more 
"and greater than the evils that were in- 
" tended to be remedied by such change : so, 
"on the other side, the particular forms of 
" Divine worship, and the Rites and Cere- 
" monies appointed to be used therein, being 
" things in their own nature indifferent, and 
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"alterable, and so acknowledged; it is but 
" reasonable, that upon weighty and important 
" considerations, according to the various exi- 
"gency of times and occasions, such changes 
" and alterations should be made therein, as 
"to those that are in place of Authority should 
" from time to time seem either necessary or 
" expedient. Accordingly we find, that in the 
" reigns of several Princes of blessed memory 
"since the Reformation, the Church, upon 
"just and weighty considerations her there- 
" imto moving, hath yielded to make such 
" alterations in some particulars, as in their 
"respective times were thought convenient: 
" yet so, as that the main body and essentials 
"of it (as well in the chiefest materials, as in 
" the frame and order thereof) have stiU con- 
" tinned the same unto this day, and do yet 
" stand firm and unshaken, notwithstanding all 
"the vain attempts and impetuous assaults 
" made against it, by such men as are given 
" to change, and have always discovered a 
" greater regard to their own private fancies 
" and interests, than to that duty they owe to 
" the publick." 
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Such have been the first words of the Preface 
to the " Book of Common Prayer," from the 
reign of Charles II. to that of Queen Victoria. 
They furnish the best justification of the present 
attempt to introduce into the Services of the 
Church of England such moderate changes as 
pubKc feeling demands. 

The chief alteration has been thus advocated 
by the principal organ of English opinion : — 
" That the service most usually frequented — 
that, namely, of the Sunday morning — is 
considerably too long, very few people will 
be found to deny ; and the arrangement 
appears aU the more objectionable when it is 
recollected that this excessive length arises, 
not from any true canonical prescription, but 
from the unnecessary aggregation of several 

services into one There is no reason 

why the order for Morning Prayer should be 
curtailed, but there is great reason why it 
should not be inseparably attached to prayers 
of another kind. In itself it is both expressive 
and comprehensive, without being in any degree 
too long for ordinary powers of attention. But, 
according to present usage, the order for Mom- 
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ing Prayer forms only a portion of the Morning 
Service. First of all, the Litany is interpolated, 
though this is a service distinct in itself. .... 
After the Litany and psalmody comes a third 
distinct service — that of the Holy Communion 
— and after the Holy Communion, or that por- 
tion of the service solemnized before non-com- 
municants, there follows a sermon. The result 
of all this aggregation is a single service of 
more than two hours' length — a length far top 
great for the proper attention of even adult 
worshippers, not to speak of its pressure upon 
the minister engaged. The committee of Con- 
vocation (1854) being impressed with the force 
of the objections thus created, have adopted the 
obvious expedient of simply disentangling the 
services from each other, without attempting to 
mutilate any of them individually."* 

In the present book, the Litany is thus " dis- 
entangled" from the Morning Service; and, with 
the addition of the Psalms and Lessons, formed 
into a distinct service. The service for the 
Holy Commimion is also regarded as an entirely

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distinct service, to be used when the Lord's 
Supper is administered, but not otherwise. 

The mode of using the services in the Kttle 
congregation where this book originated is 
stated below. In larger congregations, a larger 
combination of the parts every Simday might 
be adopted. 

The Authorised Yersipn of the Psalms of 
David is substituted for the Psalter appended 
to our usual Prayer Books. It seems desirable 
not to confuse the minds of worshippers by the 
use of two versions ; especially when one, the 
authorised version of the Bible, is so univer- 
sally approved, as to be used by all Christian 
churches speaking the English language, 
beyond, as well as within, the British em- 
pire ; while the other, with many merits, is 
known to be defective. In the Diary of the 
Proceedings of the Commissioners appointed by 
King William and Queen Mary, to revise the 
Common Prayer, in 1689, and reprinted by 
the House of Commons, in 1854, it is stated, 
" The next point in Debate was the Version of 
the Psalms in the Common Prayer. It was 
debated whether keep the Old Translation, or 
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have that altered, or wholly take in the new. 
Here Mr. Kidder was desired to give some 
account of what he (at the desire of some of the 
Bishops) had observed. He showed that the 
first half was faulty, the latter much better 
(and from thence he collected that the Trans- 
lator by that time he had gone through the first 
half grew weary of his Work, and rather chose 
to Translate it a new, then patch it up as before), 
and that it difiered from the LXX as well as 
from the Hebrew."* 

In the Liturgy, the verbal alterations made 
are few. It is surprising how few changes are 
requisite to remove the objections of multitudes 
of Protestant Christians, now unhappily divided 
into distinct communions, to the English 
Prayer Book. Such was the object of the 
recommendations of the Royal Commissioners, 
in 1689. Surely it is greatly to be desired that 
words should cease to stand between the Pro- 
ne Session 1, at the Jerusalem Chamber, Oct. 3, 1689. 
From the " Alterations in the Book of Common Prayer, 
Prepared by the Royal Commissioners for the Revision 
of the Liturgy in 1689 ; ordered by the House of Com- 
mons to be printed, June 2, 1854." Price 8d. 
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testant Churcli in England and tliat union 
which it is notorious that tens of thousands

This book is published on the responsibility 
of the Compiler, This course is deemed best, 
as a first step, without impKcating more persons. 
If this humble attempt commends itself, it is to 
be hoped that some Conference or Convocation, 
acting with the authority of numbers, will im- 
prove upon and supersede it. The Calendar,^ 
the Baptismal, and the other Services, could be 
included in such a revision. The present pub- 
lication has been accompanied with prayer to 
Jesus Christ, whose honour and service are the 
objects of it. Men more competent to the 
task, relying upon Him for wisdom, and acting 
cordially and energetically together, will be 
able to solve any remaining problems. The 
Protestant Christianity of England, whenever 
its sentiments can be collected, will be found 
not far from unanimous on the points at issue. 
The Church would willingly be One. A mino- 
rity, small in numbers, ought not to be allowed 
to prevent it. 
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THE ORDER HOW THE SERVICES ARE 
PROPOSED TO BE USED. 

In a small Congregation, either the Morning 
Service, or the Litany as herein enlarged by 
the addition of the Psalms and Lessons, is in- 
tended to be used in the morning ; either the 
Evening Service, or the Litany, in the after- 
noon or evening. It is desirable that tlie 
Litany should be used once (morning or even- 
ing) on each Sunday. When the Lord's Supper 
is administered, the Litany (which is shorter 
than the Morning Service) should be used in 
the morning before the Communion Service. 

When it is said in the Directions of this book, 
The Minister shall say — shall read — shall offer 
this prayer, and so on, it is imderstood that it is 
optional with him to substitute other words, if 
he deems it desirable ; for we must not attempt 
to control the Spirit of God. And this is now 
said once for all. When either the Psalms or 
the Lessons are imduly long, they may be 
shortened ; and, when it is expedient, they can 
be changed. 

In order to the right use of the Services, it 
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is as essential that the people should do their 
part, as that the Minister should do his. In • 
singing praises to God, all persons instinctively 
endeavour to unite. In the prayers, all should 
equally respond. It is the duty of all men 
both to praise and to pray ; and in the honest 
effort to fulfil the duty^ God the Holy Spirit 
will qualify men to do so aright. 

The fittest attitude for prayer, where there 
is room, is kneeling. It is that which is taken 
as the most devout in family worship. To 
stand in prayer, is also an attitude of respect. 
But to sit, where health does not require it, 
shows indifference to God's worship. The 
prayers in the Church of England have always 
been offered kneeling, and that position is re- 
tained in this book.

THE SEKVICE BEGINS WITH A PSALM OR HYMN. 

^ Then the Minister shall read vrith a loud voice some one or 
more of the Sentences of the Scriptures that follow. And 
then he shall say that which is written after the said Sen- 
tences.

We have followed too much 
the devices and desires of our own hearts. We 
have offended against thy holy laws. We have 
left imdone those things which we ought to 
have done: and we have done those things 
which we ought not to have done ; and there is 
no health in us. But thou, Lord, have mercy 
upon us, miserable offenders. Spare thou them, 
O God, which confess their faults. Restore 
thou them that are penitent, according to thy 
promises declared unto mankind in Christ Jesus 
our Lord. And grant, most merciful Father, 
for his sake, that we may hereafter live a godly, 
righteous, and sober life, to the glory of thy 
holy Name. Amen. 

% Then the Minister shall offer this Prayer. 

ALMIGHTY God, the Father of our Lord

and absolvest all them that truly repent, and 
unfeignedly believe thy holy Oospel: we 
beseech thee to grant us true repentance, :aiid 
thy Holy Spirit, that those things may please 
thee which we do at this present ; and that the 
rest of our life hereafter may be pure and holy;

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% Then shall follow the reading in order, all standing, of the 
Psalms from the Authokised Version of the Holy Bible, 
The Minister first states the day of tJie month and the 
Psalms to be read. He then reads the First Verse, and the 
Congregation the Second, and so on alternately. EACH 
SUCCEEDING PSALM IS COMMENCED BY THE 
MINISTER, after announcing the numher of it. At the close 
of every such entire reading of the Psalms, shall be repeated, 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son, and 
to the Holy Ghost.

DEARLY beloved, - on Simday next I 
purpose, through God's assistance, to 
administer to all such as shall be religiously 
and devoutly disposed the most comfortable 
Sacrament of the Body and Blood of Christ ; 
to be by them received in remembrance of His 
meritorious Cross and Passion ; whereby alone 
we obtain remission of our sins, and are made 
partakers of the Kingdom of heaven. 

^ The Table, at the Communion-time, after the Morning 
Service, having a fair white linen cloth upon it,shaU stand 
in the Body of the' Church, and so many of the people a^ 
conveniently can, shall tahe their places around it. 

Then the Minister, standing at the head of the Table, shaU 
say one or more of the sentences foUomng, while the collec- 
tion is making. 

LET your light so shine before men, that 
they may see your good works, and 
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glorify your Father which is in heaven. 
ot, Matth, V. 

Lay not up for yourselves treasure upon 
the earth ; where the rust and moth doth cor- 
rupt, and where thieves break through and 
steal: but lay up for yourselves treasures in 
heaven ; where neither rust nor moth doth 
corrupt, and where thieves do not break through 
and steal.

^ The Minister shall then use this exhortation. 

DEARLY beloved in the Lord, ye that 
mind to come to the holy Communion of 
the Body and Blood of our Saviour Christ, must 
consider how Saint Paul exhorteth all persons 
diligently to try and examine themselves, before 
they presume to eat of that Bread, and drink of 
that Uup. For as the benefit is great, if with 
a true penitent heart and lively faith we receive 
that holy Sacrament; (for then we spiritually 
eat the flesh of Christ, and drink his blood; 
then we dwell in Christ, and Christ in us ; we 
are one with Christ, and Christ with us ;) so is 
the danger great, if we receive the same im- 
worthily. For then we are guilty of the Body 
and Blood of Christ our Saviour ; we eat and 
drink our own condemnation, not discerning 
the Lord's Body. Judge therefore yourselves,, 
brethren, that ye be not judged of the Lord ; 
repent you truly for your sins past ; have a 
lively and stedfast faith in Christ our Saviour ; 
amend your lives, and be in perfect charity 
with all men ; so shall ye be meet partakers of 
those sacred elements. And above all things 
ye must give most humble and hearty thanks

Take, eat, this 
is my Body which is given for you : Do this in 
remembrance of me. Likewise after supper he 
took the Cup ; and, when he had given thanks, 
he gave it to them, saying, Drink ye all of 
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this ; for this is my Blood of the New Testa- 
ment, which is shed for you and for many for 
the remission of sins : Do this, as often as ye 
shall drink it, in remembrance of me. Amen. 

% Then shall the Minister first receive the Communion in 
both kinds himself, arid then proceed to deliver the same to 
the communicants, gathered round the table ; who shall 
receive it in such posture as ea^h may judge to be most be- 
coming. And when he delivereth the Bread he shall say 
to them, 

THE Body of our Lord Jesus Christ, which 
was given for you, preserve your bodies 
and souls unto everlasting life. Take and eat 
this in remembrance that Christ died for you, 
and feed on him in your hearts by faith with 
thanksgiving. 

% And the Minister, on delivering the Cup, shall say, 

THE Blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, which 
was shed for you, preserve your bodies 
and souls unto everlasting life. Drink this in 
remembrance that Christ's Blood was shed for 
you, and be thankful. 

5r The people who have partaken shaU then, if necessary, 
retire, arid others shall occupy their places round the table ; 
and so on, until all have communicated ; or, with sufficient 
cause, the Minister may deliver the Bread and Wine to 
persons in other parts of the Church. 

% Then shall the Minister say the Lord^s Prayer, the people 
repeating after him every Petition. 

OTTR Father, which art in heaven. Hallowed 
be thy Name. Thy kingdom come. Thy 
will be done in earth, As it is in heaven. Give 
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US this day our daily bread. And forgive us 
our trespasses, As we forgive them that trespass 
against us. Aid lead us not into temptation ; 
But deliver us from evil : For thine is the 
kingdom, The power, and the glory, For ever 
and ever. . Amen. 

^ After shall he said asfolloweth. • 

OLORD and heavenly Father, we thy

^ The people are to be admonished that it is most convenient 
that Baptism should be administered upon Sundays, when 
the most number of people come together ; as well for that 
the Congregation then present may join in prayer for them 
that he newly Baptised, as also becaufte in Baptism every 
man present may he put in mind of that Renewal or Rege- 
neration by the Holy Spirit of which Baptism is the Type. 

^[ When there are Children to be Baptised, the Parents, and 
tlieir friends, with the Children, must be ready at the Font, 
either immediately after the Last Lesson at Morning Prayer, 
or else immediately after tlie Last Lesson at Evening Prayer, 
as the Minister shall appoint.
